Although Walke has taught music, second, and 
sixth graders, over the years, she prefers first 
graders and has taught them for 15 years. 

"I like to watch their growth," Walke said,

see it.

Beach children are eager to learn 

Walke, who received her teaching degree from 
Virginia State College, Petersburg, said Virginia 
Beach children are eager to learn. 

••Beach children are particularly bright," 

Walke said. 

••They come from homes where the parents are 
interested in them. 1 receive very good coopera- 
tion from the parents. Some teachers might differ 
with me on this point, but I have no problems; 1 
must be lucky."

Every one knows that a 
baker gets up early to bake fresh bread. 

••After he leaves, I get back into bed until about 
5:15 a.m., at which time I get up , read the 
morning paper and have a cup of coffee. I'm 
usually at Seatack by 7 a.m.. going in the door 
about the same time as the janitor. I usually leave 
in the afternoon around 4 p.m."

"The pdice caDed it resisting arrest/' said Beach 

resident George Michael (Mick) Branyan. *'but I call it 

resisting the wall. 

"The Virginia Beach 
police definately overreac- 
ted when they shoved me 
against the wall and 
bloodied my face!" 

Branyan's remarks refer 
back to one night last July 
when he and his brother, 
John, were standing out- 
side Hansel and Gretal's 
pancake House, 1912 
Atlantic Avenue.

My brother yelled back 
'hello' to one of his frien- 
ds in a passing car," 
Mick, 25, said, "and two 
passing officers on 
Goldfarb mopeds turned around 

and came back to us. 
There were about a dozen people standing around out- 
side; it was about 2:10 a.m. The officers went right to 
John and started giving him coordination tests to see if 
he was drunk. 

"Some additional officers came, plus a paddy wagon. 
One officer came right up in my face, and no one elses', 
and told me to move on. I told him, no. I wanted to 
know what was going to happen to my brother, and I 
started to walk in his direction. 

"An officer grabbed me by the arm to keep me from 
interfering with the arrest, but I yanked it away and 
kept walking. The next thing I know, about three of 
them had forced my hands up my back, and shoved me 
into the rough surfaced wall of the restaurant. My face 
was being cut and I was pushing back off the wall with 
my chest. The police then told me that I was being 
charged livith resisting arrest. Hell. I didn't even know I 
had been arrested. No one said anything to me. If they 
had, I wouldn't have resisted. 

"The police called it resisting arrest, I call it resisting 
thewaU."

Both Mick and John were taken into custody and sent 
to the second precinct. Mick said at the precinct, he 
didn't like the way he was treated. 

"They acted real snotty in the jail room," Mick said. 

"The police saw that my face was cut and wanted me 
to see a staff medic. I told them that I wanted to sec a 
mirror first. They said, 'no* real snotty like. So I 
decided 1 wouldn't let them clean me up because I was 
sure that I wanted to get a picture of my face the way it 
was. I don't know why, I just wanted to." 

Eventually, Mick and John appeared in court to an- 
swer to the charges. 

John, who was the first one arrested, was fined $25 
and cfatffed with being drunk in pubhc, 

Mick, who, according to him, was only attonpting to 
find out informatioB ^>out his brother, wm charge^ 
with the use of pntfamty, fined $35; ^rged widi 
fafait to fliovt on, fined $75; charged with resotii^ 
aneat, fined $100; and was given 10 days in jail, but 
with sMipaiM sentence. 

The Bfanytti i' filed a official comprint with the 
Viip^ Beach Police Department's internal affairs 
^M^sm, i^ttDSt ooe of the officers who had Mick 





pressed against the wan that night. 

But, according to Captain Oyde Hathaway, internal 
affairs, the officer wa$ exonerated because John, who 
had been asked to come in for an interview and^erve as 
a witness to support Mick's all^ations, refused.

Consequently, Mrs. Margaret branyan, Mick's 
mother, lias been circulating p^tiohs in the resort uea 
of the Beach, protesting the behavior of 8<»ie of the 
Beach police ofHcers^ and , accusing them of

beatings." 

She has 385 signatures on four petitions, with 10 
other petitions outstanding. 

"We want to be sure that everybody realizes," Mn. 
Branyan said, "that this brutality prcbkm happens 
much more than people report. 

"There are ah-eady hundreds of Beach residcots who 
know of examples where the same sort of thing that 
ha|^)ened to Mick has happened to someone they know. 
It's unfair.

Council acts on wrong resolution; Smith blamed 



Editor: 

On Thursday, Sept. 25, at 1 p.m. in the Virginia 
Beach City Council Ommbers, I attended the Eastern 
Virginia Health Systms Agency Public Hearing con- 
cerning the propel urgent care health center to be 
built by Medical CtxAtx Hospitals to be located in the 
Green Run (Chimney Hill) section of our dty . 

Mr. Michael Barrett, assistant city manager, read into 
the official records of this hearing the resolution from 
the Virginia Beach City Council as voted on (so I 
thought) Monday, Sept. 22. He then handed the 
resolution to Mr. M. P. Gray, presiding officer of this 
hearing. 

Next to speak was Dr. John A. Thomas, president- 
medical staff, General Hospital of Virginia Beach. At 
the conclusion of his opposing remarks, Dr. Thpmas 
noted that part of the Virginia Beach City Council 
resolution, as read by Mr. Barrett, was left out. He 
stated he wished to make an 'addendum' to the 
resolution and added to what Mr. Barrett had read. 

I sat and listened to eleven more speakers. The 
presiding officer asked if anyone else wished to speak, 
they had called all persons submitting requests. I raised 
my hand, supported the proposed facility, and made the 
comment that I had attended the Monday night Virginia 
Beach City Council meeting and recalled no 'adden- 
dum' to the resolution as passed having been made. 

Not having a copy of the resolution, I was puzzled as 
to what Dr. Thomas was referring to. I felt compelled to 
make my concern known and in the official record of 
this Hearing. Dr. Robert Waddell immediately jumped 

t stated that he to was present at the Monday night 
y Council meeting, and the additional wordage, as 
read by Dr. Thomas, was indeed a part of the resolution 
as passed. This ended the hearing! 

I immediately cornered Mr. Barrett and asked him 
waht the confusion seemed to be. He assured me that he 
had read the resolution as given to him by the city clerk. 
He was going to check and see what, if anything, had 
happened. 

As I was leaving the council chambers, I walked by 
Mrs. Smith's office, looked in, and saw Mr. Barrett 
standing near Mrs. Smith as she was going through a 
stack of papers on the desk. I opened the door, stepped 
inside, and asked what the confusion seemed to be. Mrs. 
Smith never answered, just looked up. 

Mr. Banett stated that it appeared he had been given 
a copy of the resolution that was not voted on by the 
Council Monday night and that this was the one he had 
read into the official record of this hearing. With Mrs. 
Smith still looking through the stack of papers, I left! 

To say I was upset would be the understatement of 
the year! 

This morning, Sunday, Sept. 16, shortly after 9 a.m., 
I called Mr. Barrett's office to ascertain if, in fact, he 
had been given a copy of the wrong resolution to present 
at the hearing. He confutned to me that this did, in fact, 
happen! He further stated that he had managed to give a 
copy of the correct resolution, as was actually voted on, 
to the presiding officer of this hearing. 

He offered his apology to me. I told hun that I did not 
feel he had anything to apolc^ize for, this error should 
fall squarely on the shoulders of the city clerk, Mrs. 
Ruth Ho(^ Smith! 

My fe^ings on this |»-oposed medical facility are quite 
strong. Watching the poU^s involved as it has 
progr^sed has further piqued my interest. It was <dear 
to me at Monday nights informal session, list«ung to 
commits made by several council members, that the 
original resolution would not have recdved unanimous 
support. Mrs, Smith was present at this meting. 
Hearing the various conunents at this time, she should 
have made extra sure that the proper resolution was 
given to Mr. Barrett Thursday afternoon! 

When I got to the informal council session Monday 
evening, Dr. Holland was passing out another 
resolution, which proved more acceptable to council 
members, and was the one voted on during the councU 
public s«sion. 

No fault for this enor shcMild be placed on Mr. 
Barrett or any member of Mrs. Smith's staff, she is the 
aty Clerk and, as siich, shcMild have personally checked 
the resolution before it was given to Mr. Barrett to read. 
I cannot stress this point enough! 



I realize that we're only mortal beings and, as such, 
subject to making mistakes. If I hadn't been present, 
this mistake would have gone uncovered. The person 
holding the position of city clerk should exercise the ut- 
most caution and care in executing the duties of such an 
office. 

You just can't comprehend my feelings concerning 
this whole affair, to me it is nothing more than gross 
n^gence on the part of Mrs. Smith. Something needs 
to be done, and immediately, a letter of explanation 
from the city council to The Eastern Virginia Health 
Systems Agency would, possibly, suffice. The harm has 
been done, the wrong resolution appears on the tape of 
this public hearing. 

To err is human, however, when it b^omes the rule 
rather than the exception, immediate corrective 
measures should be taken.

Public hearing set on Beach expressway 



Plans for a proposed interchange on the 
Virginia Beach-Norfolk Expressway (VA 44) at 
First Colonial Road in Virginia Beach will be 
discussed at public hearing at 7 p.m. on 
Thursday, Oct. 16, in Linkhorn Park Elementary 
School at 1413 Las kin Road. 

Representatives of the state Department of 
Highways and Transportation will be at the school 
Oct. 14 between 5 p.m. and 8 p.m. for ah informal 
review of information on the proposed inter- 
change. Interested persons are encouraged to 
review the department's proposals before the 
hearing. 

The department will pr(^x)se a diamond type 
interchange, with an additional loop ramp in the 
southeast quadrant. The loop would provide east- 
bound traffic on the expressway with a north- 
bound access to First Colonial Road. 

To provide space for the loop, it would be 
necessary to lengthen the eastbound and west- 
b(Hind expressway bridges that cross the north- 
bound lanes of First Colonial Road. Such a 
modification would accommodate four north- 
bound lanes on this secticxi of First Colcmial Road. 

It also would require replacement of the bridge 
piers and abutments east of First Ccrionial Road, 
as well as the replacement of the eastern half of 
the superstructure and modificaticni of the center 
pier. 

An additional eastbound outer lane on the 
expressway would be required to serve as a 
deceleraticMi lane for the new loop, requiring 
widening of the eastbound expressway structure. 

On First Odonial Road, some widening of both 
northbound and southb«ind roadways would be 
required to accommodate right and left turn lanes 
onto the expressway. 

Estimated cost of the interchange is $9.7 
million. Fimding for the project would come from 
the Virginia Beach-Norfolk Expressway's toll 
revenues. 



Maps, drawings and other information are 
available for public review in the Department of 
Highways and Transportation residency office at 
the intersection of Business Route U.S. 13 
(Military Highway) and VA 168 in Chesapeake 
and at the district office at 1700 North Main Street 
in Suffolk.

Billy Douthat 



Douthat fills musical missing link in Tide- 
water; discusses Whisper's move to the Beach; 
and himself. 



BACKGROUND NOTES:

"By coming to the Beach, Billy Douthat is bringing to the city the 
last of a dying breed of true concert promoters," said Bill Reid, 
Whisper Concerts college booking agent. 

"Many promoters around the country book large halls," Reid con- 
tinues, "but Billy uses all sized halls; books diversified talent; and uses 
a variety of advertising promotional ideas with local record stores and 
radio stations to ensure the concert's success. He does it all." 

A 10 year Virginia Beach resident and Peansburg, Va, native, Billy 
Douthat is the president of Whisper Concerts, Inc., Virginia Beach. 

Most people in the entertainment, or show business, locally and 
nationally, recognize Douthat as the 31 year old mastermind behind a 
young and highly successful concert company which began only four 
years ago in Norfolk. 

Since then, Douthat and his staff have booked practically every top 
name rock and roll act performing today into the Tidewater area. 

In addition, Douthat, and partners, have bought theatre houses in 
Hampton and Norfolk to host some of their shows; and also plan to 
open nightclubs in Virginia Beach, Hampton and Norfolk. 

Douthat, who had been living in Virginia Beach and conmiuting to 
Norfolk to work, started movmg the concert company from Norfolk 
to the Beach late last Spring. He moved from offices on the fourth 
floor of Holiday Inn Scope, to a large, old, restored three story house 
two blocks from the Atlantic Ocean. 

But who is this quiet man, who after only a few years of booking 
national entertainment, now lives comfortably in an oceanfront con- 
dominium and drives a cadillac? 

Recently, the Sun sat down with Douthat to find out more about 
him, his company, and the future:

SUN: Wkat-ire soaie dctafls of yo«r penoatl 
bickgnHiiMi? 

DOUTHAT: I was bom in Pcarisburg. that*s 
right, Pcarisburg, VA. My father was a painter and my 
mother, a housewife. Our family moved to Newport 

News when I was 13 years old. I ran track and lettered in 
three events: The one mile run; two mile run, and cross 
country. 

I graduated from Newport News High School in 
1967 and went to work for a private company, sdling 
stereos, televisions, appliances and the like. It was real 

high powered sales, and I reiOly teamed a k^ from it, 
bat IfOt tired of it and decided to try booking muskal 
biMte. Of course, having that pressure then helped me 
<feal tvWi the pressures of the concert business today. 
EvoTthliig helps.

DOUTHAT: No. I started m the business cold 
around 1971-72, booking bands in Hampton at aU the 
local clubs. 

'*! got to know a man named D. C. Auman, who was 
with a company then called Attractions Ltd. The name 
of that company changed several times before the 1975 
merger with Norfolk entertainment agency Southern 
Orchestras, run by Bruce Becker. 

I worked for about a year after the merger, but I had 
a direction in which I wanted to move that my boss^ 
dkln't like. I knew I had to move on. 

1 wanted to work with national bands, and fill a 
m^»l pLp in the Tidewater area tlmt no one ^^ even 
m^ing. Hie people I was worki^ for wanted the 
guaranteed money of local entotaiiiment and didn't 
want to take any risks by booking bands from out of the 
area. I was just getting into the national scene at that 
time, but I felt confidoit that I could make it. 



SUN: What bro^ht 70S ffroM the Fmnda t* Morfoik 
nd ViigMa Beach? 

DOUTHAT: I had already moved to Vl^lnia B^K^h 
about 1972-73 while I was still worktog for Soutton.

DOUTHAT: Before I move from Virgiaia Bcadi. I 
would have to be offered an annuai six digit {my figtnre; 
but no, I don't have any plans in the tmn^diate future 
to leave this area unless the economy dries up and 
people stop going to concerts and don't want any enter- 
tainmoit. 

I think the real challenge for me now is to see how far 
my partners and myself can extend the entertainment 
market from what we have amassed ah-eady.

I was fortunate, in that, I came into this business in 
the right place at the right time. I filled the musical need 
in the area that was not beingserved. And now, with the 
help of my partners, Joel Cooper and Gene Loving, we 
are looking for more theatre houses, nightclubs, and ac- 
ts. I also owe a lot to my partners when Whisper first 
began, Luke Newman and Dwight Mitchum. 

SUN: What about this house; your new office? 

DOIJTHAT: This is a 1926 house; one of the first 
one or two houses built at the Beach. 

With its high ceilings, staircases, and stained glass 
windows, I think it should be a Virginia Beach lan- 
dmark. I really like it. There's enough office space for 
us, with a little room to expand. It's a good working 
atmosphere and close to the beach and my home. It 
belonged to Virginia Beach Postmaster, Joe Crosswhite. 

SUN: What has been the high points of Whisper 
Concerts' career? 

DOUTHAT: The spinoffs of the company. 

In addition to the concert promotions, now we also 
offer other services. Kathy Moore handles the local 
bookings; Reid Bill handles college acts; and I manager 
Whisper Productions, which manages our two theatre 
houses. The first one we bought was in Norfolk. It was 
built in 1922 and wait into it in Oct.. 1979. It was for- 
merly the Lowe's. The second theatre we acquired was 
the Palace, in Newport News. We took that one over in 
Feb. 8, 1980. 

SUN: What's In store for the future for Beach 

residents? 

DOUTHAT: A big band series, beginning Nov. 2 
at the Cavalier Hotel with Woody Herman, We'll even- 
tually be using balhooms of both the old, and the new 

Cavalier. . ^ ' . ,_ . 

Ultimately, we want to open our own nightclubs m 
Virginia Beach, Norfolk, and Hampton. What enter- 
tainment we'U use will depend on when and wherfc we 

open them. 

We also plan to develop more acts in Rogue's and 
Peabody's at the Beach; as well as, more shows in the 
Premier and the Palace. 

We're just developing until we saturate the area. 
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Donthat's office features stereo, very nice furniture, posters, and gold records.

How is it working for a fast paced, national 
booking agency with a president who is ranked 
with the best? 

Whisper Concerts is run on a day to day basis by 
the combined efforts of Billy Douthat, his 
partners, and a staff of four: 

Katliy Moore: "I've been booking bands for 
Billy for years, and I think he's great. He and I 
used to work for the same boss. 1 quit him to come 
to work for Whisper." 

Bill Reid: "I've only been with Billy since last 
January. But 1 worked with him five years ago 
when I booked Poco at my college. 

As an attorney, I want to work with Whisper to 
learn as much entertainment as I can, so I can 
cmibine my knowledge of law and entertainment 
as a career. Big promoters in New York told me 
this was the way to start, at the college level, and 
that if I could work with Billy Douthat and 
Whisper, I would be working with one of the best 
in the country." 

Kathy Koonce: "I've been Billy Douthat's 
secretary for two years. Some people think this 
job is glamorous, but it's really hard work; 
especially when a series of shows come up one 
after another. 

"But Billy is very easy to work with. We keep a 
very casual office. The only time he gets angry is 
if he loses money; or sometimes when the 
pressures of big shows and working late, 
combined, get to him." 

Carta Fnssell: "I'm a receptionist/secretary, 
and like working here fine. I don't find Billy very 
demanding, and I've been here since June. He 
has never said anything to me out of the way, or 
unpolite. Ife even says thank you much of the 
time."

"It's not that most of the skiers are actually from this 
area," McGinnis ccmtinued, "but many of them have 
been skiing for years before they ever reached Virginia 
Beach. Tliey're better than the average skier and buy a 
\oi better equipment than those, lets say, cnir Hampton 
store." 

McGinnis said his stcx-e, located at Hilltc^, c^ned in 
1977 with a record sales year in Virginia Beach. 

^*fn 1977," he said, "we decided to open the Beach 
store in addition to the ones we have in Hampton and 
Norfolk; and our first year here has been our best so 
far. This Beach ski center is probably the biggest ski 
store in the area." 

$259,M0 wortk off Inveatory 

With $250,000 worth of invemory in the Hilltop store, 
McGinnis said his selling season lasts from August 1 to 
April, and that Beach residents who haven't nu^ 
arrangements few roans at ski lodges far this year 
should do so immediately. 

"Skiing is huge in Tidewater," McGinnis said, "and 
already it's hard to get rooms at some of the ski resorts 
even thought they don't have any snow yet. That's why 
most people book rooms through us because we offer 
ski trips and are a travel agency. 

"Snowshoe, in West Virginia, is as big to Beach 
skiers as I^few England is to New Ya-k skiers." 

40,000 Beach skiers 

McGinnies estimates that there are tens of thousands 
of Beach skiers, with varying degrees of skiing 
knowledge. He says the ski center's role in the 
community is clear. 

"TTie general public is not extremely knowledgeable 
of skiing/' he said, "this includes with 30 to 40,000 
Beach skiers. 

"Many times they're intimidated, however, and feel 
they are being taken advantage of. But that's not true 
with us. We have a qualified sales team who is going to 
sell quality equipment to the customer, and what they 
need, 

"We're not a discount shq?, so we try to offer 
Virginia Beach residents all the assistance we can." 

McGininis said that because of the ecoiomy, many 
Beach skiers take advantage of "package deals."

11,000 gallons 

Water allocations

Each residential dwelling unit in Virginia Beach will 
be allocated 11,000 gallons of water for each 60-month 
period at the current rate of $1 .06 per 1000 gallons. Any 
consumption over that will cost dearly under an 
ordinance expected to be approved next Monday 
afternoon by Qty Council. 

The 11 ^00 figure represents approximately 75 
percent of the average consumptiai for a femily unit <» 
three over the past 12 months applied to a two-mfWth 
billing period. That figures to approdmately 60 gallons 
a day per person or 75 percent of the 90 gallons a day 
per person used over the past 12 nnonths. 

Penalties for water usage above tl» allocatitxi are 
stiffer than those imposed by the Norfolk water system,

but city manager George L Hanbury said the Virginia 
Beach plan is more equitable in that people who have 
been conserving water are not penalized. 

At an informal meeting of Council Monday after- 
noon, he said that this is the first time since he has been 
in office that he has had to make such recommendations 
but that the situation warranted strict action. 

On Oct. 1 the city of Horfdk which supplies the water 
for the Virginia Beach system, imposed a 75 percent 
allocation on all its customers because of the severe 
drought conditions which have diminished the city's 
water reserves. 

If Virginia Beach goes beyond that allocation it will 
have to pay as much as a half miUion dollars a month in 
penalties, Hanbury said. 

Built into the new rate proposals are provisions for 
exemptions. 

All customers consuming less than 4,000 gallons per 
60<lay period will not be subject to the allocation pten. 
All health care facilities must apply in writing to 
Michael J. Barrett, assistant to the city manager, for an 
exemption. Also, famines with mor than three 
members may apply for additional allocations provided 
the average water usage per member is 50 gallons a day 
or less. Families of less than three obviously should 
ahve no difficulty with the allocation. 

Tlic new rate structure will be effective on all billing 
periods beginning after Oct. 1, 1980 and will be 
reflected on bills after Dec. 1. 

Norfolk's plan has applied penalties on the basis of 
the individual dwelling unit's average consumption 
which would tend to penalize people who already ahve 
been conserving water. The Beach plan, Hanbury 
pointed out, gives the benefit to the people who have 
been making a ccmscientious effort to conserve.

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Penalty for water use violation could amount up to $482,705 under new rationing guidelines

This means that if Virginia Beach uses the same 
amount of water in Ckrtober of li^ as it did ip October 
of 1979 it will incur a penalty of $482,705 for the month. 
The average daily usage in October 1979 was 2.1 milHon 
gallons. 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing pointed out that the 
penalties will pay for wells to furnish the city with iu 
own water source quickiy. 

Hanbury said that if a more severe allocation is 
needed he will return to Coundl with another plan. "I 
don*t know whether we should depend solely on Norfolk 
for water, he said, and added that the bond issue which 
will be decided by the people in a referendum on Nov. 4 
includes an expenditure for shallow wells. 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland said that the 
citizens have to be "impressed that this is a crisis 
situation.'* 

Public Utilities director Aubrey Watts said that he 
bel»ves the allocation system will be successful. 

If Norfolk's plan were applied to Virginia Beach the 
penalties would be lower - $3.73 for the 25 percent 
usage over the average of and $13.37 per 1000 gallons 
for a usage above 100 percent of the average. 

The Virginia Beach plan will charge each unit 
dwelling using 11,00! to 18,000 for a 60-day period 
$4.10 per 1000 gallons and for anything above 18,000 
gallons, $14.70 per 1.000 gallons. 

Commercial and non-taxable customers will be 
charged at the same rate based on their average 
consumption. 

The average daily use during the last 12 months in 
Virginia Beach was 19.932 million gallons. That amount 
has to be lowered to 14.949 to meet the 75 percent daily 
allocation. Only on one day during the past ten did the 
water consumption reach that figure. It has to become 
an everyday goal, Hanbury said. 

The city will mail allocation cards to all customers

To get to the desired level of usage. Watts said, 
citizens will have to get below the usage during the 
1977 drought.

Currently these uses arc mainly by the construc- 
tion industry and for agriculture puriwscs.

Recommendations arc expected to be received 
by me rarly next week.

Now, however, most of McCoy's cocky days should be over. At 47, 
he has settled down to a steady dental practice, and to the serious job 
of effectively running city council, and the city, as its mayor. He suc- 
ceeds at large councilman Pat Standing in the position. 

After being initially elected to council in 1974, he assume mayoral 
responsibilities for the first time last Summer after winning in a heated 
three-way race. The election eventuaUy called for four b^lots and 
several private council sessions during the election before a winn^ was 
named. Tht contest created dissention between council memb^s, and 
critical lOl^aticms from the Press that council had hurt its rmb& 
imagebadiy.

cil was not important than enduring adverse headlines. 

*'I wouldn't have cared if it had taken 14 ballots to 
win," McCoy said from his home in the Stratford Chase 
subdivision of Virginia Beach, "I still would have stuck 
it out to the end. 

"I think personally, and professionally, I should not 
have run for the position; but I did what I did in the best 
interest of the city. 

"I don't think there was anyone on council who could 
have pulled them together the way I did; I think I com- 
municate pretty well with all the members. 

**A unified council is absolutely necessary for the 
good of the city. If you don't have one, the residents 
wiU ultimately suffer." 

McCoy, won last June against at large councilwoman 
Meyera Oberndorf and Lynnhaven councilman Donald 
Merrick, said the job of mayor is as hard has he always 
thought it would be, and for that reason, he takes 
special measures to do a good job. 

*i think I've done a better job thus far than a lot of 
people realize," McCoy said, "but it's not all just 
because of me. The other council members are really 
trying, and working very hard. 

"I make an effort to communicate with all the mem- 
bers over t^e telephone and discuss important issues 
with them. 

"The job is every bit as hard as I envisioned it. Being 
mayor takes time, and forethought to deal efflciently 
with the issues, and with citizens of Virginia Beach; city 
government is really a people business, and very com- 
plex. SooK people are very easily upset over the least lit- 
tle thing, and others are deep, and careful thinkers. ' ' 

Diveraificd political iMckgroaBd 

McCoy makes his accessments of politicans, and the 
public not as a political newcomer, but as a 12 year 
veteran. 

At one time, he was serving on two college governing 
boards at the same time; boards which usually have ex- 
tensive dealings with the State General Assembly. He 
even once considered running as an Assembly delegate. 

"In 1968," the Lynnhaven borough councilman 
recalls, "I had the honor of being asked by former 
Governor Miles Godwin to serve on Old Dominion 
University's Board of Visitors. I served on the board for 
eight years and enjoyed it very much. 

"During the same time, I was also asked to serve on 
the board of directors of the local Tidewater Com- 
munity Colleges; that was from 1970 to 1974. 1 served as 
chairman of that board in 1974. 

"But, back in 1971, shortly after I had been serving 
on both boards for a while, I decided to run for the 
House of Delegates. Latent cockiness from my more 
youthful days was coming out in me, and I thought I 
was red hot, and riding in the fast lane at that time. But, 
wisely, I changed my mind and decided not to run for 
the state office. I tlrink it would have cost me half my 
medical practice to carry through a political campaign 
at the state level, and to perform the duties if I had been 
elected. 

"After my tenures with the colleges had expired, I 
decided to run for a city council seat in 1974. 1 opposed 
incumbent Garland Isdell, a Beach insurance agent who 
had been appointed for one year to fill the unexpired 
term of Donald Rhodes. 

"I ran a very positive, and non-bitter campaign. I 
won the election running on the issues of education. I. 
knew we had a good school system, and schools; but I 
advised Beach residents that we needed more schools to 
accommcKlate the increasing population at the Beach. I 
ran a sincere campaign^ not calling attention to 
criticisms of the city; but rather, calling attention to 
how to make a good city better. ' * 

In 1978 McCoy »ad to run for reelection. He ran 
unopposed, but two weeks before election night, a sur- 
prise candidate entered the local political arena. 

"I don't know why,' ^Nlc^py .said Jpquisjtiyely,, 
"but that year, after I followed the wishes of incumbent 
council members Pat Standing, Clarence Holland, John 
Griffin and Floyd Waterfield, and supported them, 
Beach businessman Arthur Riddell offered himself as a 



write-in qmdidate for the seat just two weeks before the 
election. 

"I think that after I publically announced my support 
for the other candidates, he felt that I had weakened 
some of my political views and he could take advantage 
of it. But in the end, he received 2,500 votes and I, 
16,000. And, it cost me $1,000 to boot for last minute 
campaigning." 

McCoy sees the 1980's a promising decade for 
Virginia Beach; although he has no plans to run for 
reelection in 1982. 

"I think we are going into an era, in Virginia Beach, 
calling for positive approaches in city government, and 
strong leadership. 

"I do not plan to run for reelection when my term 
comes up in 1982, but I will not now close the door 
completely on the prospect. But, I think that by then, 
one, of not several council members will stand out as a 
qualifi^ candidates for the office,"

McCoy, born in Norfolk 

McCoy, a 21 year Beach resident, was born in Nor- 
folk. He is the son of Beach residents Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Henry McCoy, Sr., who live in the Pembroke Manor 
section of Virginia Beach. He is a retired businessman, 
and she, a housewife. 

McCoy has one brother: Bill, 40, employed with the 
Phillip Morris Tobacco Company, Richmond. 

McCoy attended Campostella Elementary School; 
Ruffner Junior High School; and Maury High School. 

At Maury, McCoy was active in vanous"clubs, in- 
cluding, the Spanish and Math Clubs. He alstf^worked 
on the high school year book committee. 

During the Summers, McCoy worked to earn extra 
money for his upcoming college career. 

"As a supplement for my college expenses," McCoy 
said, "I worked for a private refrigerator business in 
Norfolk. But it wasn't enough to pay my total college 
expenses. If it hadn't been for my father helping me out, 
I wouldn 't have made it . " 

Following high school graduation, McCoy attended 
the Norfolk Division of the College of William and 
Mary (now known as O.D.U.), from 1950 to 1953. He 
received his associate of arts degree in general science/ 
pre-dental. 

"I had pretty good grades all through high school and 
coU^e," McCoy said. "Usually t had about a 94 
average, but was only ranked 16 in my high school 
graduating class. 

After receiving his A. A. d^ree, he attended the 
Medical Collie of Virginia (now known as Virginia 
Commonwealth University) for four years and 
graduated from that institution in 1957 after four inten- 
sive years of dental school. 

McCoy said dental school then, is much the same as it 
^is today. 

"Dental school is really no different today than it was 
in the 1950's," McCoy said. "It was plenty hard then, 
and it is plenty hard today. In fact, it's probably Harder 
to get into dental school now than it was then. The size 
of the introductory classes have increased from 50 to 



150.

"But the Navy was bettw because the dental corps 
were completely independent of the other medical cor- 
ps, and that cut down on a lot of friction in the ranks." 

McCoy was stationed for those two years in Biloxi, 
Miss., and was discharged in 1959 as a captain. 

"I really liked it down South in Mississippi," McCoy 
said with a cocky smile. "The weather was usually 
great, the golf greens were breathtaking." 

McCoy came back to Norfolk after the Air Force and 
worked for another dental practice already established. 
But, according to McCoy, "it was a blessing that it only 
lasted two months. Things were not working out well 
there at all. 

"After that, I choose to open my own practice in the 
Aragona Shopping Center. That was January, 1960. I 
was happy there because it was a good location, and 
there was a need for my services. 

"I spent 15 years in that location, before we outgrew 
the facility and had to move to the Pembroke office 
building where I am now locat&i. My only complaint 
there is the lack of parking spaces for my patients." 

McCoy first married in 1956 to a girl from Richmond, 
while he was a junior in dental school. But, after 16 
years, the marriage didn't work out. 

He married in 1973 to a girl from California. He and 
Dee have now been married IVz yeas. 

"Dee first came to me as a patient," McCoy said 
fondly. "I hired her to work in my office soon after that 
because she has had some dental training. Soon after 
that, we married." 

McCoy and his wife have five children: Yvonne, 22, a 
senior at O.D.U. ; Sheryl, 19, a student at Tidewater- 
Community College, and employed with the Virginia 
Beach School Board; Kevin, 17, a senior at Kempsville 
High School; Kim, 15, a sophomore at Kempsville High 
School; and Joy 10, a fifth grader at Kempsville 
Elementary School. 

McCoy likes Hawaii; Kempsville 

McCoy's hobbies include golf, and a lot of traveling. 

"I do an awful lot of traveling," he said with a smile. 

"I have enjoyed Mexico City; Hawaii; all of the U.S.; 
Puerto Rico; and the Bahamas. 

"In the future I will go to Europe and the Far East; 
but if I had to pick somepalce I'd like to see again, it 
would be Hawaii. 

"Hawaii is clean; the atmosphere is very relaxed; and 
the air is clean and fragrant. One of the great things 
about Hawaii is, there are no bugs; natives there don't 
even have screens on their windows. I don't know why 
Hawaii has no insects, maybe the distance is too great 
for them to swim from other countries."

Just as Disco came on the Beach scene five or six 
years ago, (the biggest thing since Rock and RoU began 
in the 1950's), there are three new trends on the musical 
horizon. 

First, is Reggae music; imported directly from the 
island of Jamica, and its surrounding British West In- 
dies islands, located 90 miles South of Cuba. 

Reggae at the Beack 

Jamica*s chief commerce tics are with Great Britain 
and the United States. Consequently, music has been 
able to filter into the States for years. Early Reggae ar- 
tists like Jimmy Cliff became one of the first commer- 
cial Reggae artists in the U.S.; Bob Marley has recently 
followed. 

At the Beach, Reggae music used to be performed by 
the now defunct "Tropix" band, from Norfolk. Last 
summer, however, some former members of "Tropix," 
got together to form "Steve Pegue, and the Winged 
Heart Band." "Winged Heart" played at The Crystal 
restaurant, Virginia Beach Boulevard, several times. 

But even though the Latin American flavored Reggae 
music is even being championed by the City of Norfolk 
at its annual Harbourfest, it has not become as popular 
over the last 20 years as New Wave music has become in 
two years. 

New Wave St the Beach 

New Wave music is rock and roll roots, i.e. bass and 
drums, intensified. 

In a quiet invasion from England, New Wave artist 
such as Elvis Costello and Tom Petty started arrivmg on 
the American music scene several years ago. New Wave 
music hit the Beach this past Summer with frequent ap- 
pearances of the popular Portsmouth based New Wave 
band. The X-Raves, at Pequod's, Be«:h Mall. This high 
energy, accelerated rock and roB, not only gives its 
Beach listeners and "Pogo" dancers a musidid sen- 
sation paralleling rock and roll's inception 25 years ago, 
it gives them much more. 

New Wave bands encourages their audiences to dress 
like the band members do: Slicked back hair; 
sunglasses; skinny neckties; white shfarts or T-shirts; and 
black pants. 

An active New Wave bar looks like a costume party. 
It serves its purpose for a crowd ranging in age frcmi 14

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Water problems plague Beach

Water conservation has to become a way of life m 
Virginia Beach to stretch out the diminishing water 
reserves until it rains or until a new source is found. 

The alternative is no water at all. 

Qty manager George L Hanbury Monday afternoon 
told Council that the citizens must be impressed with 
the seriousness of the situation. 

As it is, even if all of Norfolk's water customers, 
including Virginia Beach, cut consumption down to 75 
percent of normal, there is still only enough water to 
last until the early part of January. 

Even if Norfdkdigs wells for auxiliary water sources, 
it will take 100 days before the water can be run to the 
homes of its customers. 

Virginia Beach Councilman Patrick L Standing, at an 
infcxmal meeting of Council Monday afternoon, said, it 
looks like everyone in the city is conserving....! haven't 
shaved with water in a week... This should be a 
community effort to save water, not to see who can 
cheat." 

Later at the formal session, however. Council 
approved by a vote of 9-1 an ordinance setting 
allocations and imposing stiff penealties for water use 
above prescribed amounts. 

Council also approved a resolution requesting 
Governor Dalton to declare a state of emergency on 
water resources for the Qty of >^rginia Beach. Norfolk 
City Council was expected to consider a similar 
resduticxi Tuesday. 

The resdutioi asks the governor to use powers of his 
office to make it possible for the city of Norfolk to install 
deep wells adjacent to Norfolk reservoirs in Suffdk and 
Isle of Wight. Suffolk and Isle of Wight are fighting 
Norfolk's efforts to sink wells there. 

The resdution points out that as of Oct. 13, at current 
consumption rates, the Norfolk water supply system 
serving Norfolk, Virginia Beach, a portion of Chesa- 
peake and the United States Navy had approximately 84 
days' supply. 

Without sufficient rainfall, further ccmservation 
measures will be necessary on Nov. 1, the resolution 
points out, and the only feasible solution is the 
installation of deep wells which will take 100 days to 
install and have operational. Since an emergency 
exists, the resolution states, there isn't time to explore 
a legal resolution of the rights of parties to 
subterranean water. 

The ordinance allocating water is substantially the 
same one proposed by city manager George L Hanbury 
last week, except for a provision which requires that 
penalties be imposed up<m every user for the one 
billing period (or an equal number of billing period), 
even if that period extends beyond the emergency. This 
was done in answer to ccsnplaints that half of the city 
would be paying the penalties sooner than the dher 
half under the original proposal. Custcsners whose 
meters were read sooner would be subject to penalties 
over a longer period of time than those whose meters 
were read later. 

Councilwoman Reba McOanan vcfted against the 
allocation rate ordinance. Councibnan Donald Merrick 
was absent. 

McClanan said later that she was in favor of 
allocating water. "I think we should practice it all the 
time." She said she voted against the ordinance 
because she wasn't sure exactly how the city arrived at 
its allocati(His and because mmey has^ beccmie the focal 
point of the whole (smservation effat. 

'*I would like to think there is another solution," she 
said, but did not have cme. She said she was concerned 
about large families and had received numerous calls 
from residents. Many are upset because (under the 



city's mandatory hook-up ordinance) they were 
required to hook up to city water, she said. 

She also questioned the authority of Norfolk in 
imposing surcharges upon the Qtv of Virginia Beach 
for water consumption over 75 percent of last year's. It 
was this system of penalties which forced Virginia 
Beach to impose penalties on its customers to raise 
revenues for what could amount to a half million dollars 
a month in penalties. 

McClanan said she had asked the administration for 
the calculations ft:om which the charges were derived 
but had not received Uiem. *'I have some duty, to the 
people," she said, to base her vote on facts and figures. 

She also thought that the people were doing their 
part. 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., at their formal session, 
had asked that aU the meters be read at approximately 
the same time and that extra help be brought in if 
necessary to make the system more equitable. 

Hanbury said that 60,000 meters would have to be 
read in one day. 

Councihnan Rcfd Ervin pointed out that if there were 
a heavy rain and the penaltfes were suspended, only 
the first group which had meters read would be 
penalized. 



Virginia Beach ready to drill 
water wells in face of op- 
position from city, county 
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Hanbury said that if Norfolk docs not improve 
penalties, he will refund all the penalties. 

Public Utilities director Aubrey Watts said that with 
present personnel and additional workers, 17 working 
days would be needed to read all the meters. 

Ervin suggested extending the penalties for one full 
cycle. 

' Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf said, "We need to 
motivate pcc^le, to let them know it's for their own 
benefit." She suggested sending a card to each 
custOTier to be returned >yith their meter reading... a 
kind of do-it-yourself meter reading. 

Hanbury said, "We've got a very serious problem. 
People are going to find out in 83 days that we're not 
joking. We want everybody to conserve." 

He said the City of Norfdk is pushing money as a way 
to conserve and Virginia Beach has to follow suit. 
••Norfolk is generous encHigh to sell us the water it is 
now selUng," he said, since Norfolk is required by its 
contract to sell only surplus water. 

Hanbury said, as for going erne full billing cycle, 
••We're not going to have the problem solved in the 
next 60 or 90 days. If we don't have to pay Norfolk we 
will rebate all penalties." 

Standing said tiiat ''a lot of people will not be using 
the allocation. We shouldn't reward those who are not 
conserving by rebating." 

Vice Mayor Harold Heischober said, "What we want 
is conservatioi now." He suggested taking every meter 
reading since Oct. 1 and "prorating if we can do it." 

The ordinance is retroactive to Oct. 1. 

At the formal session, Hanbury said, "ft will be 
, extremely difficult to try to make it as equitable as 
p<Ksible." 

Standing said "Everybody shcmld have the incentive 
to c<Miserve." "We dcxi't have any chdce but to pass 



it," McCoy said. 

"I believe we can impress sufficiently (on the users) 
what they do is part of the problem or part of the 
solution," Heischober said. ••We may go through two 
or three billing cycles. We're All in the same 
emergency, but if we all conserve we will not have to 
impose the penalty." 

The following rates will remain in effect until 
removed by Qty Council:

In reference to the resolution to the Governor, Ervin 
said that the wells will be used only in emergencies. 
When Norfolk's reservoirs supply enough water to 
serve the Nwfolk's water customers, the wells will be 
shut down. 

71ie wells will be capable of producing 16 millicxi 
gall(xis of water a day. 

More pinlMill machines 

The repeal of a shuffleboard-pinball machine 
ordinance will permit the operation of the machines in 
places like 7-11 stores at any time. 

The ordinance had prohibited the operation of the 
machines in any restaurant, tavern or other business 
establishment during the hours when alcoholic bever- 
ages may not be dispensed. 

The cut-off time fiw alcdidic beverages is 2 a.m. 
Some 7-1 1 stores are ojper\ 24 hours a day. 

City manager George L. Hanbury told Council 
Monday afternoon that the Southland Corporation, 
qjerators of 7-11 stores, had asked fw a repeal of the 
ordinance. He said that the Police Department decided 
that the law was no longer necessary because there was 
no connection between pinball and shuffieboard and 
alcohol. 

Calvin Spain, attorney representing four amusement 
companys which, he said, represent 90 percent of the 
machines in Virginia Beach, said his clients wanted the 
ordinance retained. He said that the absence of such an 
ordinance in (rther areas led to less vigorous control. In 
Fairfax Cointy, he said, things gc^ so bad that pinball 
machines were outlawed all together. 

Council approved the repeal by a vote of 7-3. Voting 
against repeal were CcHincilmen Jdin A. Baum and 
Clarence A. Holland and Councilwoman Meyera 
CHjerndorf. 

Council approves A-2 zoning 

Why have an A-3 (apartment) district, if nothing can 
be rezoned to A-3, Attorney Grover Wright asked 
Virginia Beach Qty Council McMiday afternoon. 

Wright was representing an applicant seeking a 
change of zoning from A-1 Apartment District to A-3 
Apartment District, but the Planning Commission 
rec(Mnmended, and the City Qxincil approved Monday 
afternocxi, a change to A-2, a less dense classificaticxi. 

Wright said that of the nine study areas in the city, 

there are only three acres of land still undeveloped that 

are zoned A-3 - one acre at the beach and two in the 

Pembroke Mall area. The Comprehensive plan, he s«d, 

recommends only <Mie A-3 ~ in the Pembroke Mall area.

Gty manager George L Hanbury said that the 
registration program is valuable in apprehending bike 
theives, but that it should be retained on a vduntary 
basis.

The site had been approved in 1966 for a change of 
zoning from RD-2 Residence Duplex District 2 to R-M 
Multiple Family Residence District and a conditional 
use permit had been presented for 1,804 high rise 
apartment units. However, with the adoption of the 
Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance in 1973 the property 
was zoned A-1 because the conditional use permit was 
no longer valid. Existing zoning permits 529 apartment 
units while the requested zoning would permit 1,587 
units. 

Levine claimed that he merely wanted the zoning 
which would enable him to build approximately the 
same number of units he was permitted in 1966. He 
further told council that the administration's rieport on 
the rezoning was inaccurate and the petition should be 
remanded to the planning staff. 

Edward T. Caton III, attorney for civic, leagjues in 
Cape Henry Shores, Lynnhaven and Great Neck, 
opposed the application because it was not compatible 
with the comprehensive plan. He added that Levine has 
benefited because the city has filled a migqr part of the 
property. The site has been used as a sandy hydraulic 
fill area; all wetlands have been filled. 

Levine's original plan had included a civic center on 
the property. 

Vice mayor Hardd Heischober noted that what may 
have been good 14 to 16 years ago may not be good 
now. 

By a vote of 10-0 Council upheld the recommendation 
of the Planning Conualssion for denial. Councilman 
Donald Merrick was absent. 

Council alsodented Lyle G. and Eunice M. Wermers 
their applicatioii for a change of zoning from R-5 
Residential District to R-8 Residential District on a 
2J75-acre parcel at the northeast comer oi South 
Lynnhaven Road and Pritchard Road in the Lynnhaven 
Borough. 

The Comprehensive Plan recommends that no 
re zoning s be approved which would increase the 
density oi the area. 

Wermers said that the difference would be 12 units 
instead c^ nine, but that he would be able to spend 
$2,000 more per unit for a better constructed house on 



smaller lots. The property adjoins Doyletown which has 
50-foot lots, he said. 

Tom Broyles, attorney for the residents who exposed 
the petitiOT, said that Doyletown is cme of the better 
black c(»nmunities and that most of the people bought 
two and three lots to build a home. ' 

Lee Williams, president of the civic league, said the 
residents did not want to be locked in a situation where 
they could not improve. He said the higher density 
project would attract the wrong people.

Sunday Pops and Blue laws 

Virginia Beach Oty Council wants to be sure that 
sales on Sunday at the Pavilion are not just a way to get 
around the State's Sunday Blue Laws. 

Council, therefore, Monday afternoon directed city 
manager George L Hanbury, in the ftiture, to study the 
applications for exemptions from the Blue Laws with 
the intent to permit only those sales which attract 
convention or trade-type shows. 

In the meantime Council approved exemptions for 16 
organizations by a vote of 8-2. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that the intent of the 
exemption was not "just to let everybody who wants to 
put on a flea market to get relief from the Blue Laws.'* 

Ann Harp, whose Sur&ide Flea Market received four 
of the exemptions, explained that the flea markets are 
actually antique shows and that they do attract 
out-of-state dealers. She said that the market, in 
additioo to antiques has crafts and collectibles and that 
garage sale items are not permitted. Although the 
shows are usually held over a three-day week-end, she 
said that Sunday is the best day.

Virginia Be<2ch residents hike 
to Appalachian Mountain cabin

Fall has arrived in Vir^nia Beach. 

By now, some Beach residents have quietly 
tucked their beach sandles away until next 
Spring, and are taking out their Winter hiking 
boots. They intend to climb, and conquer the 
nearby Appalachian and All^eny moun- 
tains; the closest raountain ranges to Virginia 
BeadL 

Getting to the oKNiiitains is »mpk and akrt 
easio" than g^tii^ up than. Interstate high- 
ways aliow Beadi residoits, with strong legs, 
easy ^ce^ to many campgrounds and hiking 
dtUls in the mpuntains west of Roai^ol^, Lyn- 



chburg, Charlottesville, and Front Royal. 

The Appalachian, and Allegheny Mountains 
form an informal boundry between Virginia 
and West Virginia, with the major portion of 
them falling along Virginia's western back- 
bone. The mountains, filled with camping 
areas and National Forests, serve diousands of 
visitors annually who wish to trade-in the com- 
forts of home, and tl^ headaches of a job or 
school, for some serow tin^ with nature. This 
story comroms four such pec^.

Last Friday, one of tl^ nicest ^yt thus far 
thia year, W4$ fi perfpf^ day to rowt with some 



friends and head for the moimtaips of West 
Virginia for a weekend of camping. 

White fleecy clouds, and bright blue skies 
prevailed as I, and another Beadi resMent and 
musician named Oary drove to Annandate, in 
Northern Virginia, to meet with an old college 
buddy, and grad student at GMU, named 
Fuller. We three drove up to the northern part 
of the Shenandoah VaUey to a town called 
Wardensville, and met the fourth monber of 
our party. Fall, who had driven in from fi^ 
pamattox. 

None of us were what you would call ex- 
perienced campers, although we had all been 
camping before on numerous occasions. 
Fuller, however, had made reservations with a 
local trail club for the use of a former park 
ranger's oibin for a weekend. He Imd never 
been to Sugar Knob Cabin before, but had the 
keys to it and a map of how to get tl^re 
provided by thetrail club. 

The cabin, located in the George 
Washin^cm National Forest, and about \\5 
miles due West of Washington, D.C., was 10 
square feet in size. It rest^ on the top, western 
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The camping party crosses an open field in the valley leading to mountains summit

side of the Northern end of the Appalachians 
at an elevation of 3 ,000 feet. 

Two trails lead to this cabin, requiring hikes 
of 3.18 and 6.7 miles respectively. The longer 
hike is mostly on level land and. considered the 
easier of the two hikes. The shorter one is con- 
sidered the harder because the last one-third of 
the hike is steep. The trail club advises that 
hikers taking the shorter, steep hike do so 
before dark, so the path markings called Blue 
Blazes can be easily seen. 

Camping party not prepared 

Most people would assume that four college 
graduates would have enough common sense to know 
not to hike into unknown woods at night; and not to 
carry too many supplies so that the weight of them 
doesn't burden you down for a three mile trip. But, un- 
fortunately, our party took off down the leaf covered, 
rocky path around 7 p.m. in the evening, with only one 
flashlight and enough suppUes to tire out a pack mule. 

The first third of the hike consisted of traveling 
through a large farm nestled in a valley surrounded by 
several large mountains. After cutting across two open 
fields, we came to the ed^e of the forest to begin the 
winding journey up the mountain to the cabin. 

Even though we were all over-ladoi with gear, the 
best equipped of us was Fuller. He had a professional, 
lightweight, backpack which idlowed him to keep his 
hands free to hold the flashlight. Gary and FaU carried 
jam packed napsacks, with sleeping bags tied to the top; 
Gary also carried a radio, and Bruce, a load of loose 
food. I carried two should^bags, a bag of food, and a 
sleeping bag around my waist. 

After about a mile and one-half, we realized that the 
weight of the gear was too much, and we would be utter 
fook to try to reach the top in the dark without dum- 
ping some of the weight. Excluding Fuller, who took 
nothing from his pack, everything else that was not 
necessary for that night was displaced from our packs 
and placed off the trail, up in a tree; a regrettable 
decision, later, but unfortunately necessary. 

By now, it was pitch black dark and we we^e only at 
the base of the particular mountain we were to cUmb. 

The more we hiked, the steeper the incline became 
and the more we b^an thinking, "why are we doing 
this? Especially when no one knows where we're

eoine!" But we had come this far and were still 
breathing, barely, so we knew if we perservered we 
should reach the cabin. 

It was decided that since we did have the good sense 
to dump the extra weight, in order to complete the 
sojourn, that we excerise our intelligence again and plan 
to take many rest stops to prevent any members of the 
party from passing out. (If anyone did expire, it was 
agreed, the body would be left until the return trip that 
Sunday). 




Eventually, about two hours later, we reached the top 
of the mountain, and the cabin. Needless to say, it was a 
welcomed sight. As we stood there watching Fullo^ 
unlock the heavy padlock on the front door, our legs 
felt like rubber, our heads hurt, and sweat dripped from 
our faces. 

It's not that the four members of our party were 
weak, or unhealthy as physidal description would in-

dicate upon our arrival at the eabin, but thejoumey was 
hanl; especially in tte dark. 

Our written instnK:ti<»is rec^mmoided that Sugar 
Knob newcomers hike to the cabin the flrst time ova- the 
6.7 mile course. But we ignored the advice, tried to 
shoot up the mountain in the dark the hard way, and 
wore ourselves out. After a few minutes mt, we were 
ready to dig in, set up, and start cooking. 

While somt of us wo-e busy boiling vm^ and 
preparing the food, others wae reading the cabin's \pg 
book. Most of the entries were about the same; with 
most campei? getting to the csAm late, seeing a mouse 
after they arrive, and (Ascribing th^^i^pod that was 
eaten during the stay. Our entries 'wa^;^||.. little more 
colorful. 

The cabin featured four bunk beds suspended from 
the ceiling and walls; a cabinet; a shelf; two tables; and 
a wood burning stove. 

We had plenty of food, and the bunk beds were com- 
fortable. Blankets, as well m cookm% utinsels were 
provided by the trail club. Water was available at. a 
spring a little ways away. 

After dining Friday night, we played carcb, wait to 



sleep, and woke up Saturday to cloudy skies. Fuller was 
the flrst one up, and reminded me that we had to go 
back down the mountain to pick up the supplies that we 
had dumped. I woke the others and we wait back down 
the steep path; only this time, during the daylight. 

Our legs were already tired and this extra trip was 
taxing on our bodies. How we wished we hadn't 
brought so many supplies. We ended up back at the 
camp by noon, and flxed lunch. 

After lunch, a light rain fdl for about an hour, and 
we realized then, for the flrst time, that there were other 
campers and hikers nearby. At one time trafflc was so 
bad, we considered erecting a toll gate. That afternoon, 
almost 10 people passed by our cabin on their way to 
other hiking and campmg spots. They stopped, chatted, 
and went on their way. 

After the rain let up, it was time to start fixing dinner. 
I had planned to read "The Washington Post" that I 
bought back in Annandale, before the meal, but it was 
used to start the flr^. 

Saturday night was spent in conversation, a little light 
drinking, and playing cards. We were asleep by Mid- 
night. 

Sunday morning we got up, ate, and began preparing 
for the return trip. 

Bruce, who had chopped some wood the day before, 
went about preparing some food. Others busied them- 
selves collecting personal items and cleaning up the 
cabin. Gary, who had one of the more troublesome 
packs, took out a bottle of Brut and said he was going 
out into the forest to look for some foxes. He denied 
remembering putting the bottle of cologne in his nap- 
sack. 

After a few parting pictures, we were on our way 
downhill. It was a breezecompared to going uphill. We 
stopped in a field that we hadn't seen before because it 
had been dark. We took pictures and laid back for: 
about 30 minutes. 

But, we made it back to the car in good time, and af- 
terwards we were on our way back to the Bowh. 
, . Everyone enjoyed themselves and b^an discussing 
plans for a future trip. 

• We all said we would recommend this type of cam- 
ping for anyone; but added that every effort should be 
made'tb hit the trail long before dark, and not to 
ovaload themselves.

Vote no to Veto 

Editor: 

I pen this letter to Beach residents for no reason 
other than my sicnere interest in the best possible 
government'for Virginia. Government reflects the 
decisions we make in electing representatives and in 
voting on ballot issues Too often we go to the poUs 
without having prior information on constitutional 
amendments found on the ballot. 

Most State constitutional amendments are merited, 
but I would caution you to carefully scrutinize the 
consequences of approving the Veto Amendment or the 
November 4th ballot. This Amendment, which requires 
a majority approval by voters in order to become law, 
provides for the General Assembly to return six weeks 
after the session each year to consider overriding any 
vetoes by the Governor. 

The Virginia Constitution wisely limits its Governor 
already in one major way. He may not succeed himself. 
Iliis policy should never be changed as it insulates 
Virginia's Governor fix3m being tempted to take the 
expedient or popular course just to get re-elected. 
Because he is elected on his philosophy of government 
and on his stand on issues, by the collective wisdom oi 
the majority of the entire state, he is also in a position to 
better serve the common good. He can thus more freely 
sign or veto, on their own merits, the Bills passed by 
the General Assembly. 

When the Ooveraor veUKS a Bill passed by a majority 
of the General AssemUy there is usually a very good 
reason. By veto, he alerts citizens to the controversial 
and questiooabk piece of legislation. Hiis affords 
opportunity for input on the matter beftve and during 
the ntfH setsran of the General Asseml^. 

Ibe Governor's veto pofwer has served \^inia well 
in die past. Most Vi^imaas agree, **If it isn't broken, 
(km't ix it." I suggest there wouki be more oi^portunity 
for harm to the interests of Virginians fr<»i hkd 
iegbladon passcKd over the Qoweraor's veto th«i from 
debiying good ksgaktioft by the veto of a oae-term 
Governor. 

Ibe General Assembly Is ttenfted by its beii^ a 
part-time legislature as well as by constitutional 
restrictions, sudi as the VirginMi Ml of R^hts and the 
system of checks and balances, <^ which die Governor's 
strcmg veto power is an important part. Thmnas 
Jefferson said that "The best government is that «4iidi 
governs least." If anything, perhaps we shouki be 
looting for ways to slow (k)wn, ra^r speed up, the 
passage of legislation. Hwre is also a cost to the 
tajqsayers every time the legislature convenes. 

As written, this Amendment requires only two*thirds 
(rf* those present and voting to override, not two-thirds 



of the elcted membership, as understood by many 
citizens. 

Reflect upon whether or not the Amendment is 
needed. Meeting each year as we do, corrective action 
can currently be taken legislatively within seven 
months by using existing procedures. 

Even though it would not be admitted, I think that 
the original move several years ago toward approval of 
the mechanics to override was viewed by some as a 
possible means to secure passage of public employee 
collective bargaining. 

As a legislator and as a private citizen, I feel it will 
erode the coniervative philosophy d Virginia govern- 
ment and more power politics could be involved than 
merits of a given issue. 

I repeatedly voted against this measure as an 
Independent in the General Assembly, so this is in no 
way party inspired. 

On November 4th I will again vote NO. I invite you to 
joinme.

Half million people face shortage

Virginia Beach City Council is considering a series of 
proposals which grew out of a day-long session on 
water Monday in Chesapeake. 

Representatives of seven localities were represented 
at the meeting which started at 8 a.m. and was 
attended by Attorney General G. Marshall Coleman. 

Councilman Reid Ervin, who, with city attorney Dale 
Bimson, attended the entire sessicHi, returned to the 
Beach at 4:30 p.m. toward the end of the Council 
meeting. He stated that at the conclusion of the water 
meeting a "series of proposals" were made which will 
require "some action of Council." He called for an 
executive session to discuss the proposals but 
apparently no action was to be taken Monday because 
Council also voted for the meeting to adjourn following 
the executive session. 

Localities represented at the Chesapeake meeting 
were Norfolk, Virginia Beach, Portsmouth, Chesa- 
peake, Suffolk and the counties of Isle of Wight and 
Southampton. 

The issue concerned the intentions of Norfolk to drill 
three wells in Suffolk and one in Isle of Wight on 
Norfolk-owned property to furnish water for Norfolk 
system customers in times of emergency such as the 
present one. 

Nwfolk's right to do this is being hotly contested by 
Suffolk and Isle of Wight. 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., who attended the early 
part of the meeting with city manager GecM-ge L 
Hanbury, said that the question is "complex and a lot 
of politics" are invdved. "I didn't see any decisicm 
made," he told Council at an informal session M(»iday, 

Hanbury said that Suffolk had hired an attorney to 
determine if any emergency existed. The water is 
intended (xily for emergencies because it costs more to 
treat well water than water in Norfolk system's needs 
for 300 years ~ if it never rained again. 

He said that it was necessary to move rapidly 
because it would take 100 days to dig the wells and 
there is only enough water in the Norfolk reserves to 
last 83 days. Each day spent arguing may mean a half 
million people will be withcxit water, he said. 

Virginia Beach last week passed a resolution asking 
the Governor to use his emergency powers to get the 
Norfolk project started immediately. Suffolk has 
invoked ordinances which are causing the delay. 

McCoy said that the two concerns have been the 
possible damage to private wells in the area and the 
possibility of salt water seepii^ into the aquifer (the 
layer from which the water would be drawn). 

He said that experts have said the operation would 
dry up 40 to 60 wells and that the expected 30-fooC 
westward movement of salt water each eyar b not 
serious. He added, "I think it'll end up in court." 

Hanbury said that Norfolk is afraid that if it starts 
digging the wells, it will be stopped. "Suffolk is trying 
to regulate state water with a use permit," he said, 
although the attorney general said Suffolk cannot do 
that. 

Hanbury said the city is continuing to conserve water 
and is now below the 14-million-gaIlons-a-day goal. He 
commended the citizens, but said it "loote like it's 
going to get worse instead of better." 

He said many epople are asking why Virginia Beach 
doesn't dig wells. The Nov. 4 referendum bonds will 
help the city do this, he said. He said that Virginia 
Beach will continue to be dependent on Norfolk water, 
but that it can be partially independent with the 
desalinizaticHi project and the well pro^cts planned 
with sane of the bcmd referendum money. 

Hanbury also said that a new water rate o-dinance 
being ccxisidered eliminates minimum fees, so that 



water custcmiers who use less than the minimum will 
have to pay for only what they use, and also eliminates 
volume discounts. 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing asked whether 
residents were still required to hook up to water under 
the city's mandat(»7 c(Xinecti(xi adinance. 

Hanbury said that the hookups are still being 
required because the bonds have to be paid. He s^d 
the city's OTdinances do not mean the use of city water 
is mandatory, only that the residents must pay for 
connections. 

As fOT people using city water who want to go back to 
their wells, Hanbury said that they shcHild have the 
water checked by the Ifcalth Department first. 

Councilman Qarence A. Holland suggested that the

city provide citizens with information on how to hook up 
to their wells. 

Standing pointed out that "peofrie who have had 
wells until recently and (the water) hasn't killed them 
yet," should not have to go through the Health 
Department. 

Hanbury explained that the drought has had some 
effect on surface wells. 

Standing persisted, "We ought to do everything we 
can to encourage people to use wells inste«i of making 
problems.*' He said the city should be saymg, "Look, 
come on; you have a well, use it! I understand our 
revenues are going to be down; we're going to have 
trouble selling bonds; but if this is a crisis, act crisis." 
The last time (1977) the city had a water crisis, he said, 
the mandatory hook-ups were suspended for the 
duration. "We don't want to be stuck with a half million 
dollar penalty at the endc^ the month," he said in 
ref<»%nce to the penalties to which Virginia Beach will 
be subjected by Norfolk if water consumption is not 
reduced by 25 percent. 

In answer to a question from Councilman W. H. 
Kitchins III, Hanbury said that if there is no sign of rain 
by Nov. 1, Norfolk will have to take drastic tiction. 
"We're at their mercy. Businesses will go first." It will 
be not only a water crisis but an economic crisis as well, 
he said. He said that Norfdk would like to increase the 
capacity of its reservoirs. "I wish them success because 
we will be dependent on Norfolk for years to come." 

Standing also said that some pec^le are confused 
abcxit the rates. 

Hanbury said that a family of three or less has an 
allocation of 11,000 gallons a day (averaged over a 
60-day period). That's 60 gallons a day per person for a 
family of three. Larger families should take their 
consumpticm and divide it by the number of pec^le in 
the family. If the result shows that the members of the 



household average 50 gallons or less each day, the 
household would then receive an exemption for the 60 
amount of water used over 1 1,000 gallons for the 60 day 
billing period. 

lliat is, if a family of five shows that it has used 
15,000 gallons during the 60-day period, he will not 
have to pay the penalty for the 4,000 gallons over the 
11,000 gallbns allocation because the daily use 
averages 50 gallons per person. A fiamily of three that 
used the 1 5, OOQ gallons, however, would have to pay a 
penalty for the additional 4,000 gallons. 

The 1 1,000 gallon allocation represents 75 percent of 
the average family use during the last 12 months. 

The appeal caimot be made until the bill is received. 

Hanbury feels that the Beach plan is more equitable 
than the Norfdk plan and rewards people who have 
been conserving. The Norfolk plan makes allocations on 
the basis of 75 percent of the respective household's 
consumption during the past year, lliis system tends to 
penalize those who have been conserving. 

Bruce McGall, a Beach resident, presented Council 
with his own plan Monday. He said the city plan 
doesn't go far enough. 

He suggested that water users who consume less 
than their allocation during one 60-month period be 
permitted to bank their savings by placing them at the 
front end of the next billing cycle. This way, even if the 
customer's water consiunption is over 11,000 gaUoos 
for the second 60-day period, the previous savings 
would be deducted for the purposes erf computing the 
penalty. 

McCall also thinks all customers should read their 
own meters so they could aU be read at the same time.

Also, the destinations of the crews are generally in 
Norfolk. The Brown company is not interested in 
picking up local fares, just the seam^ and in foct, the 
vehicles do not have meters, Simpson? said. 

Robert F. Apperscm of the C^pes Shipping Agency, 
said his company has developed a/ close liaiscxi with 
Brown and wcHild like to continue Ulat relationship. Last 
week end 109 coal ships were in Hampton Roads of 
which 50 to 60 ^re off Lynnhaven, he said. Each ship 
has 20 to 25 crew members and each ship is delayed 
from 22 to 30 days. "We are responsible for everything 
that happens aboard the ship, he said. ~ 

Attorney John Hooker represented the five Virginia 
Beach taxi companies all owned by Herbert R. Disc or 
Melvin Dozier, who oppose the petition. He said the^ 
five taxi companies in Virginia Beach are certainly 
capable of providing the seaman with the same services 
and that there is no reason for the Norfolk company to 
come in. He said the company has disregarded the 
Virginia Beach (»-dinance. 

aty manager George L Hanbury said that Brown 
has been picking up illegally passeTigers in the 
Lynnhaven Inlet area. Brown was advised it could not 
continue to pick up passengers in Virginia Beach 
without a certificate of public convenience and 
necessity. 
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Hanbury said that he authorized the establishment of 
a public taxi stand at Lynnhaven and recommended 
against awarding the certificate to Brown. 

Simpson maintained that the service Brown offers is 
specialized, not merely a pick-up and delivery service. 
He explained that the Brown compmy has worked out 
an arrangement with the Beach companies. Now 
Virginia Beach cabs carry the fare to the city line where 
the passengers change over to Norfdk cabs. Ffe said 
that Brown has a contract service with the shipping 
companies. 

Langley Land, president of the Brown service, said 
that the charade, using both cab companies, is 
ridiculous. 

To Councilman John A. Baum the whole affair had a 
"penny ante*' ring to it. This is how the cities got into 
trouble over the water supply, he said, aind moved to 
approve the certificate. 

But the matter isn't penny ante to the cab companies. 
Dise said that as many as five cabs load up at one time. 
He claims that the passengers have a better deal with 
the cabs beoiuse five fares are charged one fare to 
Norfolk - $24, while the Brown company cahrges $10 to 
$14 a fere.

He added that if the Norfolk firm wants to pick up 
fares in Virginia Beach it should support efforts to tear 
down the barrier which forces the companies to charge 
fare-and-a-half for intercity passengers. He said Land 
is opposed to any change in this direction. He pdnted 
out, ••They have the Airport, the bus stations, the Navy 
Base," the destination or origin for Virginia Beach 
residents ot visitors. As a result, a Virginia Beach 
resident has to pay $24 instead of $16 for a ride to the 
Norfolk International Airport, and Hanbury said that 
tourists headed for Virginia Beach hotels often have to 
pay $24 to $27 for the trip. 

Dise said he has been fighting this situation for eight 
years and now it is under discussion before the 
Tidewater Regional Transportation District Commis- 
sion. 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing said there was 
nothing to prevent the shipping agencies from working 
out an arrangement with the Virginia Beach cab 
companies.

Are there witches in Virginia Beach? 

**I know of several witch covens in Virginia 
Beach," said Jimmy Auman, a Beach resident 
and psychic therapist active in sorcery, Wicca 
and high magic. 

"Most of the serious covens, however, are 
out of pubHc sight; although I have many 
Beach customers come to my occult shop in 
GranbyMall." 

On this Hallow's Eve, Auman reports that 
witchcraft including ESP, fortune telling and 
other occult forms are active in Tidewater and 
experiencing a popularity boom. 

"There has been an occult boom on the East 
Coast for the last five years,** Auman said. 
"The boom began on the West Coast 20 years 
ago. 

"Now, Tve heard of a professor at Tide- 
water Community College, Virginia Beach, 
associated with the occult. Some of the studen- 
ts at that school are also into it. 

"I don't know specifically who at the Beach 
is involved with the occult, or where they prac- 
tice it. All I know is what I hear, and I hear 
there*s plenty of occult action in Virginia 
Beach.*' 



Auman different since young 

Auman, a North Carolina native, said he 
realized he was a little different from other 
children since he was a kid. 

"When I was a kid,** Auman said, "what 
was unusual to other kids was natural for me. 
I've never seen a ghost but Tve communicated 
with them before. 

**I also hav€ an ability to understand the 
thoughts of people without them saying 
anything. 

^'I can make a headache come, and go away 
at least 90Vo of the time. I cair t prove it, but I 
x^ explain it. I used to do things like that for 
kicks; but I stopped playing around after I 
started understanding what was goiftg on. " 

Auman said4hat even though he is familiar 
With many of the occult sdoices in the area, he 
has nevo'been actually initiated as a witch. 

"I am wise«** he said, "which is what the 
w<Mxl witch means: Wise one.

Occnlt sdenccs not for all 

Auman sells various occult items in his 
store, necessary for the exercises, prayers, and 
rituals involved with the occult. But, Auman 
said he will not seU some items to particular 
individuals unless he is sure they are able to use 
them effectively and safely. 

"In my position," he said, "I let people 
-know what is real and not real; true and not 
^tnie. I try to opca psychic doorways so that 
energy levds, if they are thore, can grow. I will 
not seU things to peopte who are not ready, 
and I do not really reccmunend anybody to any 
iHg grmips. Peo|^ am n(H pick a covoi or a 
spirit; the spirit |w;ks than. 

"A candidate iot initiation must go through 
many tests; sometinies the person is watched 
for as much as a year before even bdng con- 
tacted by an occult group. * * 



Auman said true witches are not bred. 

"If a male and a female witch marry, and 
have offspring,** Auman said, "that does not 
at all mean that the child will be a witch. 

"By the same token, two natural parents 
can give birth to a child with very strong 
psychic energy levels. There is no way to 
predict how, or when, witches are bom."

Auman said that besides Yoga, ESPt 
spiritualism, and nmgic, Wicca craft is one of 
the mcH-e popular occult waves in Tklev^to- 
and Virginia Beadi. In an attempt to altow 
Sun radars more enlightenmoit into this 
mystmous and often misuncterstood c^alt, the 
following questions and answers are based on 
Auman*s readings, and study of the subj^:

Sun: What is Wicca Craft? 

Auman: Wicca Craft means the "Craft of the 
Wise", and is the term used to describe both the Pagan 
religion as well as the associated "magical" practices. 
There are many different forms of Wicca practiced in 
the different parts of the world. ..the common bond in a 
general sense is that almost all Wiccas believe in and 
worship a God and Goddess; the rites and times of wor- 
ship may differ, but the dual deity is basic. 

SUN: Who and what is a Wicca or Witch? 

Auman: All sorts of people from all levels of life 
can be of the Wicca Craft, for the Craft is essentially a 
Pagan religion and almost anyone who believes in its 
basic tenets can claim to be of the Wicca Craft. 
However, there is a world of difference between being a 
self-professed "Witch" and one who has been genuinely 
Initiated into the Craft. Some people are bom into the 
Craft, while others are drawn to it for different reasons. 
Not all Witches possess psychic ability, or even the 
minimal magical talmu, but this does not mean that 
they cannot be members of a Coven. 

Sub: How docs one become a Wicca? 

Auman: There are many Paths of the Temple of the 
Mysteries: those who are luclcy mough to be able to join 
a Coven talce their training frpm the Priest or Priestess, 
while those who are not near a Coven must content 
thonselves with books or mail order courses. At this 
point I must nuke it perfectly clear that a mail wder 
course (and mm included) cannot replace personal in- 
struction and Initiation... that b why I offer the earned 
privelege of my students, the right to come to me and 
study with me imor to full and proper Initiation. 

Sun: Why do some "Witches" meet naked? 

Auman: Tl^re are many reasons for this... some 
people fed that it gives them a feeling of greater 
freedom and mobility, but mostly the tradition sprung 
up around Leland's "Aradia-Thc Gospel of the Wit- 
ches".

That's a new old game in 
Virginia Beach, and the name of 
the game is Prate. 

Pente, a fast, simple board 
game of skill, is being played in 
the most fashionabte clute from 
coast to coast, from Pip's in Los 
Angeles to the Tobacco Com- 
pany in Richmond.

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Blame current problems on Carter 

Reagan to turn country around

'Trust me," said Jimmy Carter when he was 
running for President four years ago, "I am one 
politician who will keep his promises." No other 
candidate in modern times has talked so much 
about the importance of keeping promises, and 
has broken so many. "I'll never lie to you," he 
declared. This may be the biggest lie of them all. 
Carter campaigned on morality and purity, 
saying that even the appearance of impropriety 
cannot be tolerated. For example, he called for 
the firing of FBI director Qarence Kelley because 
FBI carpenters had built $300 worth of curtain 
valances for their chief. A year later, to Bert 




Lance, in the face of $450,000 in overdrafts to 
himself and his inlaws. Carter said, "Bert, I'm 
proud of you." To Billy Carter, who took $220,000 
from Libya to peddle influence in the U.S. 
government. Carter said, "I love Billy, Billy loves 
me. We've dcMie nothing wrong." 

Don't get sidetracked with talk of pride, love 
and trust. The real issue is that these last four 
years have been among the most devastating in 
our history. 

Did you trust Jimmy Carter when he said he 
would balance the budget? "If you elect me 
President," he pr(Mnised, "before this term is 
over we're going to have a balanced budget in 
Washington and you can depend on that." He 
said it again just six months ago, "1 don't have 



any doubt that we will have a balanced budget in 
1981." Two months ago, as Carter offered his 
seventh econcnnic program in four years, the 
President's economists guessed that the budget 
'deficit will be $36 billion! 

Did you believe Jimmy Carter when he said he 
would cut inflation? "The Republicans have 
become six percenters on inflatidn," he protest- 
ed. "They ask us to accept that rate, to think of six 
percent as normal. But the fact is that it is a 
terrible rate and that their own mismanagement 
has caused it." He said he would concentrate on 
cutting unemployment tostop inflation. "Until we 
get to the neighborhood of four percent in the 
unemployment rate, we won't have to worry about 
inflation," he explained. Inflation is now in 
double digits and unemployment has climbed to 
over seven percent. 

Did you depend on Jimmy Carter when he said 
he would trim big government? "We have now 
about 1900 different agencies and departments in 
the Federal government. I think 200 agencies and 
departments would be a gracious plenty. We need 
to abolish about 1700 of them," he said. "If you 
don't want rne to reorganize the federal govern- 
ment, don't vote for me." The voters did, he 
didn't. 

Did you put your faith in Jimmy Carter when he 
said he would not increase taxes? "I will never 
increase taxes for the working people of our 
country," he promised. Yet the Social Security tax 
hike he bulldozed through Congress makes an 
absolute mockery of that promise. "The income 
tax deduction for home mortgage interest 
payments will be among those I would like to do 
away with," he told us. In Virginia alone, over a 
half million families use this income tax 
deduction. If he was able to keep this pledge, is 
there any doubt about higher tax bills? And the 
crudest tax of them all is the savage Carter 
inflation. It is an undeclared tax on your earnings, 
and it also reaches out to take whatever you've 
managed to save. 

Did you rely on Jimmy Carter when he said he 
would build a stronger national defense? "I'll cut 
defense spending," he promised, "and have a 
better military deterrent." Now Carter is trying to 
win votes by suggesting that Ronald Reagan will 
get us into war. On the contrary, the greatest risk 
of war comes when a weak President decides to 
act tough for political purposes. Jimmy speaks 
loudly and carries a little stick. The sworn 
-testimony of the nation's top military leaders 
clearly shows that U.S. armed forces, under 
Carter, are crumbling. 

Did you love Jimmy Carter when he made all 
those other promises? "I will achieve a national 
health insurance program by the end of 1977." 
Are you waiting? "1 will reform the welfare 
program by the e,nd of 1978." Are you laughing? 
i will whip Teddy Kennedy's ass." This seems to 
be the only promise he has kept. 

Now Jimmy Carter calls Reagan a racist and a 
bomb-thrower. But what's new? Carter called Ted 
Kennedy a "demagogue" whose campaigning is 
"very dangerous to our country". He called 
Hubert Humphrey a "loser", and Lyndon 
Johnson a "liar". Is this purity? 



You must be weary with all the talk about "love 
me" when there is no love, and all the emphasis 
on "trust me", when there is no trust. But you 
should not forget the incontestable Carter 
challenge: "If I ever tell a lie, if I ever mislead 
you, if I ever betray a trust or a confidence, I want 
you to come and take me out of the White 
House." 




And you should not fOTget that four years ago 
Jimmy Carter said, "Anything you drai't like 
about Washington, I suggest you blame it on 
Gerald Ford." If that made any sense to you then 
we suggest that anything you don't like about 
Washington now you blame it on Jimmy Carter. 

Campaign talk of lies and blame, however, is 
not constructive. It is what has been. What is 
needed in the 1980s is straight talk from 
Washington, a stronger leader in the White 
House and greater international respect for the 
United States. It is Ronald Reagan who offers the 
best Hope in returning this cointry to the proper 
directitKis.

Beach sides with Norfolk on water

Virginia Beach is con- 
tinuing its support of Nor- 
folk's proposals to dig 
four wells in Suffolk and 
Isle of Wight County but 
still sees the Icmg range 
answer to its water prob- 
lem in a regional water 
authority. 

Monday evening, Oty 
Council endorsed a reso- 
lution supporting Norfolk 
in the well projects but 
made no commitment 
toward any possible litiga- 
tion in which Norfolk may 
become involved. 

At the earlier informal 
session, Mayor J. Henry 
McCoy Jr.. said that con- 
cerning the short-range 
solution to the water prob- 
lem, "Do we support Nor- 
folk in litigation or do we -t 
not. if Norfolk gets into 
deep litigation, are we 
helping ourselves (by 
helping Norfolk)? I don't 
think we should sell Nor- 
folk short." 

aty manager George L 
Hanbury recommended 
going on record again 
(another resolution was 
approved on ct. 13) in 
encouraging Norfolk to 
start the wells. Suffolk 
and Isle of Wight have 
refused to issue Norfolk 
permits to dig the wells 
which are on Norfolk pro- 
perty but in the neigh- 
boring jurisdictions. 

Hanbury said that the 
wells which the Navy is 
permitting Norfolk to dig 
on land owned by the 
Coast Guard in Driver to 
meet Navy's needs, still 
would not make up for the 
water needed to serve the 
rest of the Norfdk system 
including Virginia Beach. 
Other wells have to be 
constructed, he said. 

He said that he thanked 
the people of Virginia 
Beach who have brought 
water consumption down 
to 13 million gallons a day 
when the goal was 15 
. million a day. 

Hanbury said the long 
range plans involve a- 
mendment of the water 
contract Virginia Beach 
has with Norfolk. 

CounciUnan Reid Ervin 
said that in terms of what 
it will cost Virginia Beach, 
it is less expensive if 
Norfolk increases its sys- 



tem even if Virginia Beach 
has to pay or help pay the' 
cost of digging the wells. 
Hanbury said the long 
range answer is a regicmal 
water authority. The 
drought has been a visual 
exercise, he said, on how 
much we're at the mercy 
of another system." He 
urged getting on with the 
desalting project. He said 
environmental restrictions 
are becoming more severe 
on methods of treating 
water. 

McCoy said the public 
wants to know, "Why 
aren't you doing some- 
thing?" He recommended 
that a water authority be 
created including the four 
jurisdicti(ms with similar 
problems ~ Chesapeake, 
Virginia Beach, Norfolk 
and POTtsmouth. He said 
the other communities in 
the Southeastern Virginia 
Hanning EHstrict, such as 
Suffolk, Southampton and 
Isle of Wight Counties 
and Holland, have differ- 
ent problems. 

The four-city authority 
should explore the possi- 
bility for enw water pool- 
ing resources we have 
such as lakes, the North- 
west River, deep wells. 

The water discussion 
will be continued by 
Council at 11 a.m. Mon- 
day. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
said that until the recent 
governcMT-prescribed 
meeting in Chesapeake, 
the region has never had a 
joint meeting of knowled- 
geable officials from each 
city. He said that effecting 
a regional system will 
require statesmanship... 
Somebody's going to do it 
behind the scenes... We'll 
get regional when there's 
no other choice." He said 
he thought Chesapeake 
was willing. 

McCoy said he did not 
believe it. "Norfolk and 
Portsmouth won't, he 
said, and Suffolk and Isle 
of Wight don't sec it 
now." 

Councilman Clarence 
A. Holland said that co- 
operation came close in 
1972 with Southampton 
Company. 

Ervin said the trouble 
with that plan was that it 



took a lot of farm land. 
Ervin suggested waiting 
for a report with recom- 
mendations being pre- 
pared by Public Utilities 
director Aubrey Watts be- 
fore making any decis- 
ions. 

CcHincilwoman Meyera 
C«>erndorf said she sup- 
ported a regional author- 
ity rbut she noticed Coun- 
cilman Robert E. Sum- 
mers was quoted as- say- 
ing Virginia Beach would 
have to pay the $2 million 
cost of digging the wells. 
"Before it's over we can 
become the victims rather 
than the persecuted." 

Hanbury said that when 
Norfolk makes changes 
the whde rate system will 
be revamped. Virginia 
Beach has to pay its 
share, and all we can ask 
is an equitable rate. He 
said that the majority of 
Norfolk's Council sUp- , 
ports this. So far the cos^ 
has been equitable ~ on a 
cost basis plus four per- 
cent profit. 

He said that the 
drought is "the worse we 
have ever had. We are 
using less water now than 
in 1977 and we have 
27,000 more people." The 
idea that Virginia Beach 
growth is causing the 
problem is wrong. 

Ervin said that' wells in 
times of extreme drought 
may be Norfolk's only 
source. He said that Sum- 
mers did not think that 
Virginia Beach should pay 
the total cost. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum said, "We have to 
get around to regional 
cooperation. Who ever 
heard that every city has 
to have its own water? It 
doesn't make sense. We 
need more support from 

the state." 

Ervin said of the wells, 
••We're talking about a 
fresh water aquifer, but 
the saline line is moving 
westward (because Union 
Camp wells and other 
wells). That's why I think 
desalting will be our an- 
swer." 

Owncilman Patrick L 
Standing said that the 
situation is not gdng to 
change. He said there had 
been plans to develop 
surface sources in Isle of 
Wight and Southampton 
County, but they were 



stopped by the State Wa- 
ter Authority. "We can't 
get anyone to agree to 
commit sources. We need 
a water dictator. That's 
what we need. The gov- 
ernor abdicated his au- 
thority. 1 don't think wells 
will be the answer to 
long-range plans." The 
State Water Study Com- 
mission meets on Nov. 5, 
he said but this body has 
no authority. 

Oberdorf said there 
seemed to be "no way to 
go except to support Nor- 
folk and the cost will be 
cranked into the rate sys- 
tem." 

Ervin pointed out that if 
Virginia Beach paid the 
entire cost it would still 
amount to one or to two 
cents per 1000 gallons of 
water. 

Merrick figured that 
with Norfolk's current 
«olesale price at 67 
cents per 1000 gallons, 
the ad^litional cost would 
still leave it below the cost 
of developing local sour- 
ces at 80 to 86 cents a 1000 



gallons and desalting at 
$1.63 a 1000 gallons. "So 
it behooves us to develop 
Norfolk's water system 
because it's still the 
cheapest water." 

Ervin said that im- 
pounded water is still the 
cheapest. It costs more to 
treat well water. 



SALEM CmCIEACaJE 

At the formal meet- 
ing of council, Charles 
Emerson, representing 
the Salem Village Civic 
League, said the members 
were ccmcemed about the 
water problem. He sug- 
gested the dty look to dif- 
ferent sources for water 
and questioned why Nor- 
folk should go out and buy 
water from someone else 
and sell it to us. "Why 
can't we look to another 
supplier. ..so this won't 
happen again." 

Emerson turned in a 
petition signed by most of 
the residents, he said.

Yellow Cab of Norfolk, 
wants a certificate of 
public convenience to 
permit the company to 
serve the merchange 
seamen entering at Lyn- 
nhaven Inlet. Ordinarily, 
the merchant seamen 
would enter at Norfolk, 
but the backup of coal 
ships on Hampton Roads 
has made it necessary for a 
number of the ships to an- 
chor off Lynnhaven. 

Brown claims that it of- 
fers a specialized service to 
the Merchant seamen. 

Under respective city 
ordinances, however, 
Norfolk companies are 
not permitted to pick up 
fares in Virginia Beach 
and Virginia deach com- 
panies are not permitted 
to pick up fares in Nor- 
folk. As a result, cabs 
charge passengers a fare- 
and-a-half if crossing the 
city line is involved 
because the driver has to 
return empty. 

The Virginia Beach 
companies want to change 
all that because a fare 
both ways is more 
profitable than a fare-and 
a half one way and the 
passenger would benefit, 
too. Norfolk companies, 
apparently, have resisted 
the change. 

Virginia Beach City 
Council seems agreeable 
to granting the certificate 
of public convenience if 
Norfolk cab companies 
support regional, rather 
than local, taxi service. 

Cab companies are ex- 
pected to discuss this at 
the Nov. 17 meeting. At 
that time a consultant 
hired by the Norfolk com- 
panies, will present his 
report on the subject. 

Mayor McCoy, who has 
a copy of the report, said 
the recommendation of 
the consultant is to leave 
things as they are. 

Robert Simpson, attor- 



ney for Brown, said the 
consultant based his 
recommendations on the 
density of the cities and 
the number of people per 
transit miles. 

City manager George L. 
.Hanbury, who had 
recommended against 
granting the certificate, 
said that in the summer, 
the population is more 
dense at the Beach. 

McCoy asked Nick 
Cohen, attorney for the 
Virignia cab companies, 
"Do you think this 
meeting will change any- 
thing?" 

Cohen said, "No." 

Council deferred action 
until after the Nov. 17 
meeting by a vote of 7 - 4^ 
Voting against deferment 
were Vice Mayor Harold 
Heischober, Mayor Mc- 
Coy, Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan and Coun- 
cilman Donald Merrick. 

Council, however, did 
approve an ordinance 
change which deletes the 
requirements that cer- 
tificates be issued from the 
May 1 of each year and 
that the application be 
filed on March 1 of each 
year. Hanbury said the 
changes, which would 
have permitted Council to 
approve the Brown ap- 
plication, would allow for 
more flexibility in other 
cases as well. Opposing 
this amendment were 
Councilwomen Barbara 
Henley and Meyera Ober- 
ndorf , Mayor McCoy and 
W. H. Kitchin III. Kitchin 
said that the orinance was 
"special legislation. He's 
asking for a permit and 
right away we're going to 
pass an ordinance." 

Brown had requested 
the certificate for seven 
limousines. 

Councilwomen Meyera 
Oberndorf asked Langley 
Land, President of 
Brown, if he were willing 
to appeal to Norfolk City
